Business Conducted by Whims 
In Market Places of Africa 


By ERNIE PYLE. 
SOMEWHERE IN AFRICA.— 


(By Wireless)—A good friend of 


mine on this southern trip was 
Lieutenant Leslie Boyd, of Onta- 
rio, Cal. His work causes him to 
travel a lot and he knows remote 
parts of Central Africa and the 
Middle East as well as he knows 
California. 

We went exploring and gadget- 
shopping together in several »arts 
of the world. One day in a na- 
tive market on the coast of Afri- 
ca Lieutenant Boyd and I were 
strolling around looking for things 
to buy, and a beautifully embroi- 
dered fez caught my eye. So 
asked two Negro shopkeepers who 
were sitting on the ground inside 
their stalls, “How much?” 

One of the women was very old, 
the other quite young. They nam- 
ed the price, and Les and I auto- 
matically threw up our hands and 
pooh-hoohed the whole idea. Of 
course that’s the normal procedure 
—they ask about double what they 
expect to get, and if you paid them 
what they asked they’d be dis- 
gusted. The point is to keep on 
haggling, you coming up and they 
coming down, until finally you ar- 
rive at about the price you both 
knew it should be all the time. 

Clever Merchants. 

But in this case we just said 
the price was too much and walk- 
ed on. There was no other fez 
market so nice as that one, and 
so a half hour later we wound up 
again before this stall,,. ready to 
start bargaining. But by now 
the two shop owners weren’t in- 
terested. They just didn’t want 
to play. Apparently I had made 
a breach of local business etiquet 
by walking away when I really 
was interested. And they never 
did sell it to me, either. They 
were perfectly friendly and nice, 


[ithe same day. 


but they just wouldn't talk price 
any more. They knew I would 
now pay more than I had original- 
ly intended, yet they finally let 
me go to another stall and buy 
a fez from another fellow. 

That’s the way I think business 
should be conducted—transactions 
by whim only. If you suddenly 
don’t feel like making some mon- 
ey, then just skip it. If you could 
only be like that I could just write 
a column or two a month. 


These African Negroes have a 
sense of fun about them all the 
time. Another incident happened 
Lieutenant Boyd 
and I stopped to talk to the wom- 
an from whom I had bought the 
material for my pajamas, and we 
were welcomed like long-lost 
members of the family. 

“Well, Dash Me.” 

Boyd had his camera, and he 
wanted to get a shot at us in the 
market, so he buttonholed a Ne- 
gro passer-by and showed him 
how to work the camera. Then we 
got the Negro woman to stand be- 
tween us, with her little naked 
baby hanging to her dress. Usual- 
ly, if you ask a native to pose tor 
you he will if you “dash” him a 
shilling or so, but since I was py 
now an old and valued customer 
the woman wouldn’t think of asx- 
ing me for a tip. 

When it was finished we shook 
hands all around and walked on. 
As we passed a stall a few feet 
away, a big fat woman, apparently 
madder than a hornet, began 
screaming at us. 

“Don’t you dare take my pic- 
ture without dashing me!” she 
yelled. 

Lieutenant Boyd said, “We don’t 
want to take your picture.” 

That seemed to make her all 


»won’t let you take 
without dashing me.” 

“You’re being a bit previous,” 
Boyd said. ““‘We didn’t ask to take 
your picture. We don’t want to 
take your picture, In fact, we 
wouldn’t take your picture if you 
asked us to.” 

The woman yelled back, “You're 
a bad man,” and we walked on 
around the market. 

Cussing Incident. 

About 10 minutes later, clear 
on the other side of the big mai- 
ket, I was jostled in the crowd 
and here was this same woman, 
apparently still mad. 

She said to me: “He cussed me.” 

I said: “Why he didn’t cuss you 
at all. What’s the matter with 
you?” 

Lieutenant Boyd stepped over 
and started to get mad himself, 
but I could see a sparkle in the 
woman’s eyes behind the ferocious 
look on her face, so I said quietly: 

“Naw, he didn’t cuss you. He 
likes you. He’d have used bad 
words to cuss you, and he didn’t 
use any bad words, now did ne?” 

The woman looked down at the 
ground and still said: “He cussed 
me.’

The Italians, more and more 
each day, are helping to solve the 
problems in this depleted labor 


The middle Georgians like that 
—particularly, when they find 
some of their old workers 
who have retired on unemploy- 
ment compensation or some other 
form of relief, are beginning to 
show up and ask for work. 

Thomas J. Hooks, Macon hctel 
proprietor, is using some of the 
Italians to develop a 300-acre farm 
he has down in Houston county, 
near Perry. 

Natural Laborers. 

“They’re good,” said Hooks, 
“You don’t have to talk Italian or 
English to them. You just start a 
ditch. You show them where you 
want the ditch to begin and to end. 
They nod their heads excitedly 
and pitch in. They’ll dig,that ditch 
in a third the time it would have 
taken some of my old regular farm 
hands to dig it. The Italians are 
natural laborers. They do a good 
job—fa&t and thoroughgoing. I’ll 
get some good results out of my 
farm this year, and I had planned 
to let it lie there unworked.

Federal School Aid 


Public pressure at last has pried the federal 
school appropriation bill out of its straitjacket. 
A subcommittee has approved it for favorable 
consideration by the Senate Labor Committee 
which is the initial move required to get it 
started toward passage. 

The appropriation provides an annual emer- 
gency fund of $200,000,000 during the war to 
be apportioned among the states on a school 
attendance basis and another $100,000,000 an- 
nually to equalize educational opportunity. This 
is to be distributed on a basis of school age 
population and the ability of the state to pay. 
Georgia would receive an approximate $9,000,- 
990 or $10,000,000 from both funds and an 
approximate $5,000,000 annually after the war. 

The sole provision is that each state must 
maintain its own provisions at the level of 
the last school year. That is a fair and just 
provision. There is no federal control and our 
senators‘and representatives could be expected 
to defeat any attempt at federal control should 
any person attempt to introduce such a bill or

Riches For Themselves 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Americans of all classes are trying as never before to under- 
stand Russia, yet most of them are failing because they overlook 
the fact that Russians are people like the rest of us and therefore 
certain to function in accordance with universal human nature. 

Most Americans somehow got the idea that all of Russia was 
suddenly converted to Communism, but again they overlook the fact 
that the party never numbered more than three million in a popu- 
lation of 180 million. 

Russia’s revolution was long in the making. For many generae- 
tions the people seethed with rebellion and hatred. In no other 
land—not even’ in Spain—was the contrast so great between the 
rich and titled ruling class and the poor. 

The power which Lenin harnessed to overthrow the old Russia 
and build the new was the hatred of the poor for the rich. He gave 
the people moral and legal sanction to loot—to strip the rich of 
their wealth, and degrade and kill their former masters. 

But this hatred of the poor for the rich, while enough to start 
the revolution, was not enough to keep it going. It had lost force 
even before Lenin's death. There were no more rich to hate. The 
new generation had never been abused by the rich and titled. 

Something more was needed to keep this generation loyal to a 
leader, and Stalin found it in nationalism—in love of country and 
the pioneer spirit and the grand adventure of building a new nation. 
When war came. Russia was a nation of youngsters who loved their 
country as a man loves an industry he has built from nothing. 

It wasn't Communism or Marx ideology that enabled Stalin to 
control and rebuild a backward nation. It was the method he used. 

He proved that a tightly-knit and ably led minority, trained to 
be ruthless and schooled: in absolute obedience, could control and 
rule any number of their unorganized fellow countrymen. Musso- 
lini and Hitler used the same method, and it worked as well for them. 

Whatever the Russians may have been, they are now passionate 
patriots, fighting for the land they ‘love. And their one ambition, 
after winning the war, is to*be left alone in peace to build for 
themselves such a rich land as our America.

It is a play on 
which Ty Cobb, in a tremendous record-setting career, 
made a bushel or more of extra base hits. 

Smart Ankenman rounded first on a hit to right, cut a 
few shenanigans and lured Red Treadway into throwing 
to first, the wrong base. Ankenman skipped on to second. 
He turned a single into a double by fast thinking. 
Initiative is something that is encouraged in baseball. 

No rule of baseball would insist that Ankenman 
hit only a single. The fact is, if he had kept on run- 
ning and drawing throws behind him—as Cobb often 
did—he could have got as much as a home run on 
the hit. 

Of course, if the ball had been mishandled somewhere 
along the route, an error would have been scored. 

If Treadway. for instance, had juggled the ball in right 
before he threw to first, only a single would have resulted. 

But it was cleanly played. And the throw was 
an error only in that it involved judgment. An error

‘Hitler Can’t Be

Spectator Sports Ignor- 
ed as Participation by 


All Is Urged. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—A4) 
Uncle ‘Sam officially adopted par- 
ticlpant sports today as a war 
project but spectator sports sucn 
as big-time baseball and football 
were mentioned only incidentally 
in the proceedings. 

The occasion was the first meet- 
ing of the new committee on 
physical fitness of the Federal 
Security Agency (FSA), which 
discussed a campaign for body 
building activities to improve the 
quality of human material avail- 
abel to the armed services. 

Jahn B. Kelly, of Philadelphia, 
chairman of the committee, key- 
noted the session with the asser- 
tion that “schoolmasters have been 
spending too much time in cram- 
ming—but you can’t.stop Hitler 
with perfect English.” 

The noted oarsman contended 
the automobile and “other gadgets” 
had made the nation soft and said 
the purpose of the committee was 
to make America “physically con- 
scious.”

Paul V. McNutt, FSA admin- 
istrator, said the committee and 
the “wartime council on physical 
fitness” to be organized with it, 
would seek to “promote the full- 
est assumption of responsibility 
for physical fitness in schools and 
colleges, in the various (federa!)
